RUSSIAN DESPOTISM. 


A Story laid in Wilno, Once the Capital 


of Lithuania. 


1 Special Correspondence.] 


WttHA, Russia, June 38.—Wilna, once the 


capital city of Lithuania,, nestles cozUy in a 
valley surrounded by high mountains. 


Its situation is remarkably picturesque, 


and its history, perhaps, the saddest of any 
city in this part of the world. Wilna was 
founded in 1323 and enjoyed uninterrupted 
prosperity until captured by the Russians in 
1781 This marked the commencement of 
•her downfall, and from a population of 100,- 
000 sonls in the Sixteenth, century she is now 
reduced to less that 75,000. Previous to the 
revolution of 1831 tho city possessed a very 
beautiful botanical garden and one of the 
finest universities in1 Europe. The former, 
stripped of all its glory, lies a mass of ruins, 
while the latter, despoiled of its books and 
instruments, has ceased to exist History 
has thrown an enchanting halo- about Wilna, 
and there aro many places in the city which 
are held sacred in the memory of every 
true and loyal Lithuanian. The river Wilna, 
which winds it way through the'northern 
pai t of tho city, has been immortalised by 
poets and historians. Then there are the 
ruins of tho castle of Prince Gedmin, • still 
standing ns a monument of former glory. 
Tho Catholic cathedral, built in ISST^has re- 
posing Svithin its walls the flower of tho 
Lithuanian nobility of the long ago. Thero 
is also a very flne castle in a perfect state of 
preservation, which is occupied by tho gov- 
ernor general, whose jurisdiction extends 
over the provinces of Wiliio, Kovuo and GrocV 
nor. " Tho view from the surrounding moun 
tains is very flno, but one meets with a ter- 
rible shook on entering the city, for the eye 
everywhere rests on a scene of misery. 


It was in 18C1 that Poles and Lithuanians 


joined forces for another desperate struggle 
to froo themselves i'rom the yoke of the Eus- 
siau despot and establish a government of 
their own, similar in form to that in exist- 
ence previous to their subjugation by Rus- 
sia. Tho delusive promises of Napoleon III 
served to feed tho flame already kindled, and 
to the promise of his support may bo attrib- 
uted the rovplution of the ever memorable 
year 1801, when tho most horrible brutalities 
tho human mind can conceive were practiced 
on innocent men and women. During, the 
preparations for the uprising tho ladies of 
tho best families willingly gave their ser- 
vices in tho collecting of- contributions in 
churches and elsewhere. This work pursued, 
presumably-for sweet charity's sake, was in 
reality to obtain funds to aid the revolution- 
ists in carrying out their schemes. Tho hand- 
somest ladies in tho cities were chosen for 
this work, and nobly did they perform their 
part. ' In Wilna wero massed 75,000 soldiers 
awaiting orders for distribution throughout 
Lithuania. In Wilna, right under tho very 
eyes of the soldiers, the Hibilista held their 
meetings secretly and organized their forces 
for a struggle which they felt sure would 
lead,to victory. The bot'headed students, as 
usual, wero unable to restrain themselves, and' 
it was not. long before tho insurgents wore 
openly singing" ".God save Poland" in tho 
streets and even in tho. churches. 
Ostra 


Brama, a picture of tho Virgin Mary, played 
an important part in tho rebellion of '01. This 
picture, set in a frame which glistens with 
nlljcinds of precious stones,, has a remarkable 
history; ovor this.picture is thrown an arch 
and all persons passing under it must do so 
with head uncovered. People ;from tho sur- 
rounding cities and.villages gather hero to 
pray, and many placeanonoy in tho Virgin's 
keeping to have masses said for the repose of 
tho souls of friends. The priesthood of the 
Greek church lately published a statement to 
the.eir.eot that this.picturo'was of Russian 
origin, and did not therefore rightly'belong 
to .the Polish people, and that it was their in- 
tention to take it to Russia. This drowf orth 
a * strong protest from the tiPolcs, for ..t this 
picture not only represented., tho central 
figure of their church,.but-.was of immense 
value historically; many curious legends.ore 
handed down commemorative of tho. super- 
natural power it possessed. It is said that 
during a war with Sweden one of the ene- 
my's soldiers, forcing his way into-the city, 
attempted to rob tho sacred emblem of the 
jewels and precious stones which encircled it, 
but before ho could complete his act of van- 
dalism ho was violently hurled against tho 
opposite wall and killed. It was at this hal- 
lowed shrine that tho people of Poland 
gathered to pour forth thoir sorrows and 
plead 
for 
deliverance 
from 
tho iron 


yoke of tho Russian despot. It was 'the 
rendezvous of tho young students, members 
of the old nobility of tho land, who suffered 
arrest while praying for,their country's re- 
lease; even ladies of tho best families wore so 
carried awuj' by thoir enthusiasm that they 
joined tho robe! lions faction, and with their 
fathers, brothers and lovers shared tho hor- 
rors of prison life. The gloomy citadel was 
nt this period filled to overflowing with hap- 
less prisoners; but they suffered fearlessly, 
believing it for thoir country's good. 


The nobility during the earlier part of tho 


struggle mado a great mistake in seeking to 
enlist tho sympathy of tho peasant element 
in tho fight for freedom, Tho peasant—un- 
accustomed for generations to tho slightest 
consideration from their lordly masters—re- 
sented tho sudden affection of tho nobility, 
fearing some act of treachery was medi- 
tated. Thus those who would have been tho 
ablest allies of tho cause wore turned into the 
bitterest enemies. 


About this time tho Count N. was Gradu- 


ated from the gymnasium hero, and became 
a student of the faculty of jurisprudence. 
During his residence in tho city ho was tho 
guest of the Princess W., an old and highly 
esteemed friend of the family. 
Ho had 


known her from his earliest childhood, and 
Justly estimated .her high and noble char- 
actor. She was immensely rich, and-dis- 
tributed to the poor and deserving with a 
lavish hand; her sympathy was entirely with 
the revolutionary movement, but this she did 
not openly express, being a personal friend 
of tho czar and a great favorite at court. 
The count had not taken part in any of tho 
revolutionary demonstrations, feeling that 
tho movement was premature and would end 
disastrously for tho country and all con- 
cerned; but- tho simple fact of his lately .be- 
ing a student at. th« university was a suffi- 
cient excuse for placing him under police 
surveillance. Of this of course he was not 
aware, and went about as usual in his light 
hearted, happy franw of mind. It was in the 
early spring, and the movement was progress- 
ing slowly, when one evening as tho guests 
were sitting down to dinner at tho Princess 
W.'s tho count was approached by several 
gendarmes, who produced a summons from 
tho chief of police, and waving it before his 
face, declared him to be a political prisoner, 
by order of his majesty the czar. IE was in 
vain that he expostulated and demanded to 
know why he was so insulted. His appeal 
fell on deaf ears, and after bidding his kind 
hostess a hurried good-by, and receiving 
from her a trembling "Gud bless you; I wifl 
do all in my power to save you," he was 
pushed out of the house and into a closed car- 


Half an hour later he was locked in cell 
13,657 of the prison, surrounded by utter 
darkness—lost to tho world. His imprison- 
ment lasted eleven months, and ho was after- 
ward exiled to Siberia. He is now in free 
America, but to this o>y he does not know 
why he was arrested aaa exiled.

Wll and will then turn its attention to tne 
S-isheries treaty. It is believed that the 
latter may be completed, when there will 
be moro work on Appropriation bills. 
The Chinese Immigration bill will de- 
mand consideration, and Senator Plumb 
has given notice that he will call up for 
consideration at tho earliest moment the 
bill to encourage the exposition of the 
products of the colored 
race in the 


United States, to be held in 1S88-89. 


The House of Representatives will con- 


fine its attention to tb.o General Deficien- 
cy Appropriation bill until it is com- 
?l«tod, which may not be earlier than 


hursday or Friday. Following tlio De- 


ficiency will como the Fortifications Ap- 
propriation bill, and the Bonnto amend- 
ments to the Army, Navy and Sundry 
Civil Appropriation bills.

DEATH AT THE DAM. 


Melancholy Drowning of Two Boys 


Saturday Afternoon- 


Bodies Found. 


While about thirty men and boys were 


bathing above and below the water works 
d»m in the Snngamon river Saturday 
afternoon between 4 and 5 o'clock, two 
boys were drowned, being drawn beneath 
the water by the undertow caused by the 
heavy volume of water flowing over the 
dam. The unfortunate lads were Tierney 
Hunt, 10 years old, son of P. H. Hunt, 
the paving contractor, and the other was 
Louis Dilly, aged 8^ years, son of A. C. 
Dilly, the plasterer, who resides on Mari- 
etta street. Both were in the water be- 
low the dam with companions, but owing 
to the panic that ensued no one seems to 
know exactly how the two boys were 
drowned, except that they were not far 
apart at the time, and both sank at a 
place where strong men have difficulty in 
swimming. The body of the Dilly boy 
was recovered by Joe Godett and taken 
to Coroner Perl's office by W. W. Foster 
and Constable Dillehunt, where late in 
the evening he was recognized by hi? 
father. 
The clothes of the Dilly and 


Hunt boys wore found on the bank, and 
the search for the Hunt boy began at 
once, Aid. W. W. Foster with Mr. Hunt 
aiding the coroner to recover the body. 
It was repeatedly reported Satuiday 
evening that Tierney hod run home m a 
nude state from the river, but tho story 
was untrue. Mr. Hunt and Mr. Foster 
were at tho river until 9 o'clock, when 
owing to the darkness the search was 
abandoned. Sunday morning about 150 
men and boys gathered at the da m to 
renew the search. Mr. Foster had a 
seine stretched across the river 200 yards 
below the dam. Then an effort was 
made to open the dam in the centre to 
illow the water to flow out, so that the 
body would tloat to the seme. Only the 
top board could be taken from the gate. 
This caused quite a disturbance of the 
water below the dam. While a number 
of young men were swimming about 
below the apron of the dam Fred But- 
zein, about six feet north of the sluice 
?ate and a shoit distance below tho 
apron, touched the body on tho bottom, 
wheie it had been held (ill night by the 
whirling water. He dived down and 
shortly brought the body of Tieiney 
Hunt, stiff, cold and discolored, to the 
surface, carrying it himself to UuderLakei 
Perl's wagon. There WHS a gieat rush ot 
everybody to see the body, which was 
readily identified as that of tho Hunt 
aoy. The remains were brought to the 
sity and placed in charge of Undertaker 
Bullnrd and then taken to the Hunt resi- 
dence on East Corro Gordo street, to be 
viewed by the sorrow-stricken parents. It 
was not deemed necessary to hold two 
nqueats, as one answered for both. 


At 9 o'clock Saturday night nt the 


office of the coroner an inquest was held 
on the body of Louis Dilly. The jury- 
men wore W. E. Mann, Harry Midkiff, 
A. W. Williams, Jesse Fisher, William 
Slaughter and S, C. Davis. 


Joseph Godett, who wns on the south 


side ol the dam fishing for minnows, tes- 
afled that at the time of the drowning, 
setweon d:30 nnd 5 o'clock, there were 
about 30 boys above and below the dam 
swimming. Godett heard Ed. Thaypr 
:all for help m rescuing .1 boy that had 
aeon drowned; went to his assistance' 
jot my fishing pole nnd held it down oft' 
;he apron ot tho dam while Chailey 
Walmsley, Ed. Thayer, David Kaufmun 
and myself searched nnd dived for the 
3ody; I touched the body with my feet 
and got the boy out, putting him on the 
river bank, where I attempted by rolling 
him to bring him back to life. It wns 15 
minutes after ho was drowned that I got 
uim out. Ed. Thnyer wns almost drowned 
in trying to rescue the boy. David Kauf- 
man testified ns to what he did, and 
Thomnn Weaver identified the body as 
,he same Godett brought fiom the nvor. 


The funeral ot tho Dilly boy took place 


on Sunday. This afternoon the Hunt 
joy will be buried. 


Tho dam IB the most dangerous place 


in the river for parties to go in swim- 
ming, especially for boys, and the snd 
late of the two lads should servo ns n 
amcly warning to all other boys. 


It wns thought Saturday evening that 


nt lenst threo boys had been drowned, 
aut it turned out that tliei o wore but 
Swo srats of clothes on the bank instond 
of threo. 


The sympathy of nil Doo/itnr people is 


extended to the Hunt and DJIy families 
in their great sorrow. They bear then 
loss with foitatude. 


A reward of |>25 wns offoied Saturday 


for the recovery o£ the body of the Hunt 
boy.

Salisbury got a lift in tho world

came marquises for e\crmore, unless the 
queen elevated them into dukes, beyond 
which omnipotence itself could not hitch 
them higher up tho aristocratic tree

understood that Lord Salisbury has twice 
declined tho dukedom tendeied to him by 
tho queen of late 


' Tit ty-oight years ago, 1830, was born Rob- 
ert Arthur Talbot Gascomo Cecil, the pres- 
ent Marquis of Salisbury He was a younger 
son, and had no prospect of being a peer, his 
title as "Lord" Eobeit Cecil being merely a 
courtety title 
He pi oved to be one of the 


hardest headed follow sin his college and um 
vorsity, o. first rate all round scholar and a 
hard reader and thinker 
He took to jour- 


nalism quite natui ally, and at onco his pen 
won a front place by ik biting harpness and 
free, sloshing stylo 
Then ho entered tho 


house of commons 
Of courso ho was a big- 


oted Toiy in politics, bo curled his lip in 
grand scorn at tho idea of majority i ulo and 
flred his biggest guns against tho rising of 
the democratic rank and file. Buu he was 
always respected by his foes not only foi 
tho brilliance and ponu of his pen, but be- 
cause he, with Lord Carnarvon has always 
beenstaictly consistent all along in politics. 


When ho joined Lord Derby s and Dis- 


raeli's government of IbOT, and they gave tho 
people tho ref 01 m bill which they had resisted 
when Lord Kusfacll and Gladstone had vainly 
tried to pass, Loid Roboit Cecil not only left 
his friends in disgust, but put it on record m
